DEWEY SOPER MAKES

Fort Smith, N.W.T., June 4.—Im- 
portant investigation among the buf- 
falo will be carried out during the 
coming summer by J. Dewey Soper, 
the noted naturalist who discovered 
the breeding grounds of the ble 
goose in Baffin Land. 

Accompanied by Mrs. Soper, Mr. 
Soper arrived aboard the North- 
land Echo on its first trip of the 
seuson, and prepared immediately 
to plunge into the wilderness of 
the vast buffalo reserve here to 
carry out his researches. His prin- 
cipal method of travel will be 
horseback, as the buffalo rangers 
cover their trails with broncs. 
There are cabins at various points 
in the hiuffalo reserve, so that Mr. 
Soper will find conditions a good 
deal more in his favor than they 
were in the Arctic.

DEAD NEAR WETASKIWIN 


On Tuesday last, another large sea- 
gull was found dead by Henry Ochs 
Jr., on the farm of his father, three 
miles south of Wetaskiwin. The bird 
was found near a barb wire fence 
with the neck badly lacerated, and it 
is thought that the bird became en- 
tangled in the fence. It measured 
four feet, three inches from tip to tip 
of the wings, and twenty-one inches 
from the tip of the beak to the tip of 
the tail, and had a Biological Survey 
Washington, D.C., tag number 700175.

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Where Money Does Not Count 


Money as a force in itself is not 
important in most of Mexico. Some 
years ago an agricultural concession 
was granted to a friend of mine, who 
was also a friend of labor. He found 
that he could afford to double the 
prevailing 25 centavos a day. Fifty 
centavos seemed little enough. At the 
end of the week the peons were paid 
at the advanced figure. Everybody 
seamed pleased. Monday morning 
when the gates were thrown open, not. 
a soul appeared; operations came to 
a standstill. The peons could make 
ends meet on 25 centavos a day; they 
had earned in a week enough for 
weeks, so why should they work any 
more? Utterly devoid of pecuniary 
behaviour, their logic was  unassail- 
able. The only way my friend could 
secure a steady labor supply was to 
swallow his principles and reduce 
wages to 25 centavos. 

A carpenter did some cabinet work 
for a woman in Mexico City. After he 
had left she discovered another piece 
of work for him to do. For three 
weeks my friend tried to locate the 
man. Finally she found him. 

“Why haven’t you come before,” 
she asked. “I owed you five pesos 
for the other work, and you did not 
come.” 

“Ah, that was the 
had come you would have thought it 
was to get money.” 

At a wayside station in Michoacan, 
T gave a newsboy what I thought was 
a nicket five-centavo piece. He took 
it and departed. The train began to 
move. I heard a yell outside’ the 
window. It was the newsboy run- 
ning beside the track holding up 15 
centavos in coppers. No, he had no 
racket. I had simply given him too 
much money and he was simply giv- 
ing it back. 


This is not a pecuniary civilization. 
Repeatedly at country hotels, for ex- 
ample, I have called the proprietor’s 
attention to telegrams, laundry, or 
hot baths which he overlooked. Yet a 
hot bath in a country hotel is a ma- 
jor operation, shaking the whole 
establishment to its foundations. 
Porters, firemen, chambermaids, 
waiters, all join in the process. It is 
akin to getting up steam on an ocean 
liner. It takes time, it takes approxi 
mately half a day but ah, what 
triumph when the tap is finally turn- 
ed on and hot water rushes out. Every- 
body must see the triumph; indeed it 
is only with the greatest difficulty 
that the bathroom js cleared. The 
hotel staff is helpful, graciously polite 
and marvellously inefficient. The 
prices are ridiculous, two or three dol- 
lars a day, including more than one 
can possibly eat. Tips are often not 
expected, and if they are, amount to 
nothing. One is as likely to be un- 
dercharged as overcharged on the 
final bill. You are let alone, you are 
fed well, you are charged little, you 
are bathed in friendliness if not hot 
water. 

Let us take a turn around - the 
Oaxaca market on fiesta day. Each 
booth is presided over by one or more 
person. One person fulfls every 
econemic need, but two or three can 
gossip and have a better time. This 
is a fiesta, not a hourse. Mexicans 
have an incuraible habit of perform- 
ing by groups rather than individual- 
ly. Taxi drivers take a boy friend 
along and often two—one on the 
front seat and one supine on the 
mudguard. Kithcens drip with human- 
ity; railroad trains sometimes have 
more crew than passengers. , 


At the market, not only goods are 
exchanged, but equally important 
news. Stop an Indian on a mountain 
trail, market-bound with a load of 
pottery on his back and offer to buy 
the lot at his own price. Nine times 
out of ten he will refuse to sell at 
any fgure. To part with his pots 
would deprive him of excuse to go to 
market. Money is but heavy metal, 
the plaza is color and news and life. 

As fon time, lit is measuyed by 
sun and climate, not by clocks. If 
you ask a Tepoztecan, shortly after 
high noon, what time a given fiesta 
dance will start, he is likely to reply: 
“It will take place right now at about 
three or five oiclock.” This is as

! workers, though being wise, they nev- 
er labor any harder than necessity 
demands, 

In the very trough of the world- 
wide business depression, on October 
Ist, 1930, the Mexican government re- 
ported §7,000 unemployed the country. 
over. This is just a little more than 
one-half per cent of the population. 
On the same day in the United 
States there were at least 6,000,000 
unemployed, or 5 per cent of the 
population. These figures  mnveasure 
to a nicety the difference between 
handicraft and mechanized system. 


Handicraft ‘economics supplies 
virtually all fundamental needs of 
ithe population; and mass production 
obviously cannot compete in charm 
and probably not in quality with most 
Mexican handicrafts. I am convinced 
that’ it cannot always compete in 


price. Here is a village potter, mak- 
ing let us say, 500 articles a year. 
What are his costs. Try and find 
them. His clay and colors come out 


: the nearby soil, his wheel is be- 
lyond the Jaws of depreciation. He 
jhas no interest or insurance and 
normally no taxes. He cultivates a 
milpa for his living and makes pots 
for fun in his spare time, thus dis- 
pensing with the charge for direct 
labor. His expenses of distribution 
dre so involved with the spirit of 
fiesta—he goes to market for amuse- 
ment—that they collapse to a prac- 
tical zero. In short the fellow has no 
costs at all. He sells a fine bowl for 
two cents, a‘ great five-foot jar for a 
dollar, a lovely yellow waterbottle for 
30 cents. The system, for many pro- 
ducts, in respect to quality and cost, 
has mass completely 
whipped. 

Mrs. Ralph Borsodi, at Suffern, 
New York, produces floor wax in ‘her 
own kitchen, made to Bureau of 
Standards formula for $1.50 a gallon. 
An inferior product purchased at the 
store, made with all the alleged 
economies’ of quantity products, 
costs her at least $3.50. She can 
show you jellies, preserves, canned 
gcods, home produced at a fraction 
of the going market price, 
‘superior in quality. Her  cost-ac- 
counting system, furthermore, would

POOR PERSONS WILL BENEFIT 
BY NEW ALBERTA ACT 


Promulgation of rules relating to 
proceedings by and against poor 


persons and needy litigants has been 
made by the provincial government, 
through amendments to the Judic- 
ature Act. 

This set of regulations is in line 
with ideas advanced by Hon. J. F. 
Lymburn, KK. C., attorney-general, 
and which were the basis of a dis- 
cussion in the legislature at its last 
session. 

It is provided that every poor per- 
son may apply to the clerk of the 
court of any judicial district to  ob- 
tain a certificate to commence, de- 


fend, or be a party to legal pro- 
ceedings under the rules. 
The clerk will refer such persons 


to a local committee appointed by 
the Benchers of the Law Society for 
such judicial district consisting of 
not less than two members of the 
Law Society in good standing. 

The local committee shall inquire 
into the merits of the application 
and the committee may use all re- 
asonable means of bringing about a 
settlement of the difficulty. 


If it is found that the person con- 
cerned is in dependent circumstances, 
that there are reasonable grounds for 
commencing action or defending 
same; that such person can recover 
or obtain substantial benefit and that 
a solicitor has consented to act, a 
certificate will be granted. 


No court fees shall be payable in 
respect of filing such certificate nor 
in respect of the memorandum. 

Various other regulations are in 
cluded in the set, which as a whole, 
is designed to aid the needy in ob- 
taining redress.

Watch for Pests 

Many a beautiful flower garden 
and a highly satisfactory stand of 
vegetables has been partially or to- 
tally destroyed by attacks of insect 
and fungus pests which might easily 
have lbeen controlled. {Roughly 
speaking, the insect enemies are di- 
vided into two groups—those that eat 
holes in the foliage and those that 
suck out the juices. For the first- 
mamed poison is usually applied, 
while the suckers are attacked with 
a burning spray which penetrates 
their hides. Often when both are 
present, a combination of something 
that burns. such as lime sulphur and 
arsenate, give the best results. The 
damage from the biting insects is 
usually quite apparent, but the pres- 
ence of the other kind is only shown 


This continuous planting will!the sulphur, so that insects will also 
eae controlled. For eating insects, one 


may spray with Paris green, arsenate 
of lead, hellebore, cr some of the 
many patent poisonous preparations. 
| Trimming 

Even annual flowers will benefit 
from a little judicious trimming or 
pruning now and’ then. Many plants 
like the dahlia and zinnlia set a 
great quantity of buds and if all of 
these are allowed to develop the flow- 
ers will not be very large. Some peo- 
ple make a practice of removing near- 
ly all of those buds so as to ‘have 
giant blooms. For show purposes, of 
curse, only three or four per plant 
are allowed to open. With the very 
tall growing dahlias, trim the foliage 
and stems a little in order to get the 
desired shape. Some people trim to 
a single or main stem, like tomatoes. 
With the smaller growing annuals 
such as zinnias, cosmos and marigolds 
one wants just the opposite effect— 
bushiness—in order that the plant 
may be sturdy and resists heavy rains 
and winds. Removing the top of the 
main stem and the first buds will 
encourage side growth. Another 
thing to remember at this time is to 
remove all signs of fading ‘bloom. 
Once the flower is passed its best, 
pick it, or if the stems are short and 
the bloom numerous like alyssum or 
phlox, shear it off. Otherwise seed 
pods will start lo develop and when 
this stage is reached the plant will 
stop flowering altogether.

PREDICTS MORE RAIN 
IN WESTERN CANADA 


Ottawa, June 3—Western Canada 
may expect fairly generous rains for 
some time to come if sun spot data 
collected by the Dominion observat- 
ory runs true to form. 

According to observatory officials 
Canada is now approaching a 
spot period”. which should 
plenty of moisture for the western 
grain fields. The effect of sun spots. 
it was explained Friday is to increase 
the rainfall over a long period. A sun 
spot period lasts for 11 or 11% years. 

This does not mean that tremend- 
ous quantities of rain will fall for a 
short period. but rather that ovu. a 
long period the precipitation will be 
higher than when the sum spots are 
not in evidence.

A survey of farm incomes on 147 
farms in Minnesota made by the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota division of agri- 
cultural economics reveals that in 
1931 operators’ labor earnings ranged 
from minus $5,005 to plus $2,325, with 
an average minus $622.

anything for their own labor after 
“interest on the investment” was de- 
ducted, some farmers found it possi- 
ble to make fair returns. Poor crop 
yields were primarily responsible for 
low earnings over much of the terri- 
tory. Price declines were a contribut- 
ing factor. In this the large farms 
suffered most, as they had large 
quantities of supplies on hand and 
large numbers of livestock. These 
fell in price and value and pulled the 
resulting farm earnings to a low fig- 
ure. On the 30 farms having lowest 
earnings the average inventory de- 
cline was $1,985. On the average of 
147 farms this item alone was $971. 

The survey showed that the aver- 
age family consisting of 4.1 persons 
on an adult equivalent basis, consum- 
ed $209.24 worth of home grown food 
at farm prices. 


BABY CHICKS ARE HATCHED : 
BY HEAT AT CALGARY DUMP 


Manchester sub-division, being on 
the outskirts of Calgary, has always 
been noted for its chicken raising, but 
recently the industry received an en- 
tirely unexpected boost. For the mun- 
icipal dump, situated to the east, 
started hatching out baby chicks. 

Imagine the surprise of the resi- 
dents of the district, when fluffy 
youngsters started crawling away 
from the heat and flames of the fires 
of the dump. Activity followed sur- 
prise and some 200 of the chicks were 
salvaged. One resident collected 14 
healthy birds, while others picked 


up from five to a dozen. The myster- 
ious appearance of the youngsters 
caused much comment, and finally, 
some of the residents started investi- 
gating.

However the drastic appearance of 
chicks proved the fertile condition of 
the eggs.—Albertan.

Ottawa, Jume 6th.—The Canadian 
government will extend the date at 
which the 5-cent-a-bushel bonus of 
wheat expires from June 15 to June 
30. 


This was intimated in official 
circles, and the order-in-council 
making the extension will probably 


be signed Monday. 

One of the reasons given for the 
break of more than four cents a 
bushel in the price of wheat in 
Winnipeg on Saturday was the rush 
of western farmers to get the bal- 
ance of their wheat to the elevators 
in time to obtain the benefit of the 
bonus.
